them their lines. Popery is a contagious and 
dingerons diſeaſc. It is contagious and infeRi- 
eas,forit infe&s not ſome part only, but euenthe 
hole man, euen all the faculties, powers, parts 
d members of the ſoule & body; as for exam- 
pe: The mind is infected with an affected and 
wilſull inorance; the Conſcience is ſo infected, 
that it makes no ſcruple of zquinocation, lying, 
falſe ſwearipg, treaſon, murdering of Princes, or 
any other thing that may be, for the good and

thereof;bat they are ready to looke vpon Idol 
the legend of lyes, and other erroneous bookes; 
they may not behold a lawful wife ot their own, 
the cannot ſee her in the cleereſt day-light but 
they canſce(yea and more than thar other mens 
wiues,a'concubine,a harloc in the darkeſt nights 
The tongue is open to rayling,curſing,and lin- 
dering of all good and ſound Catholikes, the

poyſon,doththerwith Kjl eyen thofe which'are
